Dureau for the Past 


Week 


The forepart of the week was hot 


and dry, but the latter part was much 
cooler and generally cloudy, with scat- 
tered thunder storms on the 10th, llth 
and 12th. Conditions have been fa- 
vorable for haying, cutting grain and 
growth of late crops. 


The second cutting of alfalfa is in 


progress and the yield is reported fair 
to good, being extra heavy In some 
localities. 


The grain harvest Is nearly complet- 


ed in many districts and progressing 
rapidly In others. Reports from the 
west and southwest sections are 
to 


the effect that wheat, oats and barley 
are turning out well, much better than 
expected. 


Threshing is over in localities of 


the southeast portion and the yield is 
reported as unsatisfactory. 
Wheat is 


shrunk somewhat, and oats and bar- 
ley are rather light and below the av- 
erage yield.

in holes. Grain nearly all harvested; 
yield fully up to the average. Sec- 
ond cutting of alfalfa begins in com-

very quiet, sultry 
and 
enervating. 


Grain harvest has commenced and is 
turning out very well. Second crop of 
alfalfa and gardens suffering for wat- 
er.

Tinder a lava overflow to 
the west the lode bearing porphyry Is 
found Intact, and in the case of the 
famous "Fraction" a great ledge of 
rich ore was found striking its course 
"unseen, unknown," far beyond what 
has been supposed to be the boundar- 
ies of the ore zone. To what extent 
this will be proved to be the case in 
other properties adjacent to the ori- 
ginal discovery can only be surmised; 
but capital and labor will in a short 
time demonstrate the fact as to wheth- 
er Tonopah Is to become, as many con- 
versant with the facts of the situation 
believe the greatest mining camp in 
the world. 
' 


Probably no mining camp in the 


world has produced so many small 
magnates In so short a space of time 
as Tonopah. It is true that none of 
those favored in this way have aa 
yet reached the point where they can 
be said to vie with the Pairs and 
Mackays of the Comstock, or the Bar- 
ney Barnatos and Robinsons of the 
Rand. 
But on the other hand there 


is a goodly list of young men who 
went Into Tonopah, practically speak- 
ing, without 
a dollar, and are now 


worth anywhere from $10,000 to $500,- 
000; this does not include the Phila- 
delphia capitalists who. with money to 
invest, have had it increased and re- 
turned to them many fold.
